This is in response to the petition filed on August 31, 2005 under 37 C.F.R. 1.144 
requesting the withdrawal of the restriction requirement made in the office action of 
June 14, 2004. The delay in treating this petition is sincerely regretted. In the 
restriction requirement, the Primary Examiner required restriction into three groups. 
Group I contained claims 1-11. Group II contained claims 12-20. Group III contained 
groups 21-27.

A review of the file reveals that the Primary Examiner withdrew said restriction 
requirement and rejoined the claims in her office action dated March 23, 2006.
